DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 3-8 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In regards to claims 1 , 3 and 4, none of the references alone or in combination 
discloses the mounting angles of collimate lens and objective lens are configured such 
that a 0 and 45 degree direction astigmatism of the collimate lens and a 0 and 45 
degree direction astigmatism of objective lens are offset by each other. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 2, filed 6/24/09, with respect to Itoh have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1 and 3-8 has been 
withdrawn. 

Citation of Prior Arts 

Mori discloses an optical pickup for adjusting the collimator lens angle to correct the 
astigmatism. 

Asada et al discloses and optical pickup for adjusting the collimator lens so that the 
optical system canceled the astigmatism.

Ariyoshi et al discloses an optical pickup detecting the spherical aberration in a radial 
direction, generating an offset of the objective lens is corrected.
